IT is stated on good authority that 
the president will resurrect that de- 
cayed politician, ex-Senator 
ALEX. 
RAMSEY, of Minnesota, and give him 
charge of the war department in place 
of MCCREARY. 
W A Y N E MCVEIGH, 
of Pennsylvania, would like the place, 
and so also would HARTRANFT, who 
aspired to be president and then ac- 
cepted a post office.

It de- 
mands the substitution of treasury 
notes for national bank currency, and 
the full restoration of silver to its 
proper place in the fiscal system of 
the country, and protests against tho 
further increase of the bonded debt. 
The platform is annexed in full: 


Resolved, That the democrat of OWo 
demand free and fair elections, and to that 
end denounce all interference w i t h t t e 
elections by the millitary power; that the 
experience of this and other countries has 
abundantly proved that the presence of 
troops at the polls is destmeave pf ft«^ 
dom ot elections and is incompatible with 
the existence of free institutionK that the 
laws enacted by congress, which, under 
the pretence of r^ulating the maniMr of 
'onal elections,-interfere with the 


eledions of state officers and overthrow 
the laws of the states governing the choice 
of soch officers, are unconstitutional, and 
for that reason ought to be repealed: that 
they are also instmmentallnefl of fraud, 
force and corruption by which the paWy 
in power uses the money of the people to 
eorrupt, and thousands of irresponsible 
officers to harrass and coerce the TOters, 
and especially by force and firaud to de- 
prive our naturalized citixens of the right 
to vote, and for these reasons, also, the 
said laws ought to be immediately re- 
pealed. 
Resolved, That impartial jurors are es- 
sential to the administration of lustlce, 
and thereby to the preservation of liberty; 
that no man can be secure in his person 
or property when the Juries are p ^ k e d 
and controlled by the gpvemment for 
despotic and partisan purposes; that under 
the federal Jury laws now in existence. 
Juries may and have been so packed and 
controlled, and that the highest interests 
of Justice and free government require that 
the&e laws be changed so as to secure fair, 
impartial and independent Juries in the 
federal courts. 


Resolved, That the republican minority 
in congress by refusing to vote supplies 
to msuntaln the government unless the 
majority would agree to the use of the 
troops at the polls, and also to the main- 
tenance of the unconstitutional, corrupt- 
ing, violent and unJuAt election laws afore- 
said;

Resolved, That we declaie it is the sense 
of the democratic party of Ohio, that not 
a dollar should be appropriated by con- 
gress to pay soldiers, marshals, deputy 
marshals or supervisors of election to in- 
terfere with or control elections. 


Resolved, That the efforts of the repub- 
lican party to open and keep alive the 
war feeling between the north and the 
south, are to be condemned by every lover 
of his conntj^. 


Resolved, That we reaffirm theflnancial 
principles heretofore 
advocated by the 
democratic party of Ohio, that the issue 
of money in any form and the regulation 
thereof belong to the general government 
alone, and ought not to be delegated or 
entrusted to individuals or corporations ; 
that we therelore oppose the perpetuation 
of the present national banking system as 
a means of control over the currency of 
the country, and demand the gradual sub- 
stitution of treasury notes for national 
bank currency, to be made receivable for 
all debts, of a legal tender quality with 
coin, and government Issues to be regu- 
lated upon principles regulated by legis- 
lation or organic law, so as to secure the 
greatest possible stability of value. 


Resolved. That after changing the val- 
nation of ail pronertv from the 
of p» 
per money, by which the heavy burden of 
debts now resting upon the peo^e were 
created, to the former level of gold and sil- 
ver: and that the change then made in the 
metallic standard Itaelf by the demoneti- 
zation of silver was a monstrous fraud 
npon the people, cunningly devised in the 
Interest of the holders of bonds, tiiat 
should be condemned as in violation of 
•very principle of honest dealing and a 
covert assault upon the fbndamental 
rights of property; and we thereby demand 
the full restorauon of silver to its orig- 
inal place, as a money metallic, the same 
as gold. 


Resolved, That the rapid Increase of the 
interest bearing debt of the government 
under^the present administration ought to 
excite the serious apprehension of the 
people. We demand that the further in- 
crease in the bonded debt in time of peace 
be stopped, and It be put in process of ex- 
tinction. 


Resolved, That the attack made upon 
the state leg;islature in the republican plat- 
form is wholly nndeserved, and that the 
legislature, in its arduous work of codify- 
ing the laws of the state, in the reduction 
of fees and salaries of county officers, and 
the passage of a law to protect the ballot 
and to prevent bribery at elections, deserve 
the commendation of the people of the 
state. 


Resolved, That it is the duty of our gov- 
ernment to maintain to its fullest extent 
tlie doctrine that il a man may in good 
faith change his habitation and become a 
citizen ol any other country, we should 
protect in every paxt of the world all our

claims npon them by the goveinment to 
which they no longer owe allegiance. We 
demand tbat^exiBtrng treaties with all for- 
eign governments be rigidly enforced, and 
that early steps be taken to obtain from 
the German empire a fuller recognition 
of the right of expatriation, and of the 
rights of our naturalleed citizens return- 
ing or having property there, by a modi- 
fication oi the treaty existing between us. 


FRANK HUED, on behalf of the 
minority of the committee on resolu- 
tions, submitted the following addi- 
tional resolution : 


Resolved, That we request the démocrat- 
ie members in cougress not to vote any 
appropriation to any army until provision 
shall have been made that such a r m ; shall 
not be employed to influence or intimidate 
people at the p lis. 


This resolution was defeated by a 


heavy vote. 


IT is already asserted in stalwart 
quarters that the president will veto 
the appropriation bills agreed upon at 
the last democratic caucus. 
These 
bills make all the appropriations nec- 
essary for carrying on every depart- 
ment of the government, but do not 
provide for the payment of marshals 
and supervisors out of the public treas- 
ury. It can hardly be possible that 
Mr. HAYES will farther tempt the pa- 
tience and forbearance of the Ameri- 
can people by vetoing an approflria- 
tion bill merely because it does not 
give away enough money to suit him. 
If he does, then there should be war 
to the knife. In the meantime, if the 
game of coercion is to be fought

Ewing was compar- 
atively a young man, was a brave sol- 
dier, a fine scholar, an able statesman 
and a pure man. He would make a 
brilliant canvass, and his election was 
a dead sure thing. 


Councilman Hamilton was not fav-

In Addition to the Opera Home it Oets 
Another Costly Improvement.

Yesterday Foster Brothers decided 
to build two three-story brick build- 
ings on their vacant lots on Clinton 
street, adjoining their store and im-

Half a Dozen Leading Demoerati on 
Tom Swing's Nomination.

There are few men in the country 
better posted on Ohio politics than 
the Hon. A. P. Edgerton. 
Hence 
when the S E N T I N E L reporter met that 
gentleman this morning, he sounded 
him as to Tom Swing's nomination 
for the Ohio governorship. After the 
two great men had exchanged the 
compliments of the season, he of the 
quill fired off his interrogatory. Mr. 
Edgerton replied that he was tolerably 
well pleased with the nomination, but 
not enthusiastic. Ewing was in every 
way preferable to Rice. He was 
a man of great ability, a fine orator, 
possessed of scholarship and culture 
and would make a brilliant canvas 
He would get a good many greenback 
votes, but would lose numerous hard 
money democratic votes. 
He was 
pure man, and nothing could be said 
against his personal character. He 
was a better stumper than Charles 
Foster, but the latter was very popu- 
lar with the masses and deservedly so 
He was a frank, square, upright, 
moderate man, and would be hard to 
beat. 
Mr. Edgerton thought the 
contest would be nip and tuck. 


Q.—If Ewing is elected will he not 
be a formidable candidate for the presi 
dency in 1880? 


A.—Yes; it 
would 
make him 
prominent, but the south would never 
consent to his nomination. 


The conversation then turned upon 
the presidential nomination, and Mr. 
Edgerton expressed the opinion that 
Tilden would lead in the democratic 
convention next year, but would fail 
of a nomination. 
The candidate 
would neither be Tilden, Hendricks, 
Thurman, Bayard nor David Davis, 
but some man not now thought of. 


Jnst then Judge Borden hove in 
sight and the reporter pulled to and 
hailed him. 
"Think of the nomination? Why 
think its the best thing the demo 
cratic party has done for years," said 
the judge, his face wreathed in smiles. 
"I think that Ewing will be elected 
by a big majority, and that he will be 
nominated and elected president next 
year. That d—d old scoundrel, Sam 
Tilden, will try to defeat Ewing in 
Ohio, but he can't do it. 
The demo- 
cratic party must have a western can- 
didate next 
year, and yesterday's 
work makes Tom Ewing the man." 


Sheriff Munson thought the nomina- 
tion of Ewing a good one, but would 
have much preferre^^ Rice, whose rec- 
ord in the army and rn Congress was 
a brilliant one. 


County Clerk Spencer was highly 
delighted with the nomination, and 
predicted Ewing's election by a big 
majority. 


Hon. R. C. Bell said the nomination 
was a strong one. Ewing was compar- 
atively a young man, was a brave sol- 
dier, a fine scholar, an able statesman 
and a pure man. He would make a 
brilliant canvass, and his election was 
dead sure thing. 
Councilman Hamilton was not fav- 
orably impressed with the nomination. 
He considered Ewing a brilliant man, 
but feared that a considerable element 
in the party would not support him. 
! iievertheless he thought Ewing would 
give Foster a close race.
